prayer of “Jnana Sidbi”. As “L ord 


Lokanath” is adorned as Abalokiteswar in 


Mahajana, so is the case with “Lord 
Jagannath as Buddha in Bajrajana. 
Seven lundred years later, after the 


expiry of Lord Buddha, Khyema, a Buad- 
dist sage got a tooth of the left jaw of Lord 
Buddha from the funeral pyre and offered 
that to Brahmadatta, the king of Kalinga. 
Brahmadatta and his progenies worshipped 
the relic with devotion. Years. later, 
during the regime of Guhasiva. Kalinga 
came under the rule of Magadha. The 
then king of Magadha, desired the sacred

When Gaya was 
heart of Budhism, PURI was one of the 
Prime religious Centres. The fall of the 
heart of Gayasura at Jajpur and navel at 
Puri is analogous to the fall of the feet of 
Lord Vishnu at Gaya, the club at Jajpur, 
the lotus at Konark, wheel (Chakra) at 
Bhubaneswar and Conch at Puri. Still 
some more analogies are brought in connec- 
tion with sacred places. Dr. Mitra remarks 
that Budhadev is bieng adorned as Lord 
Vishnu since fourth Century and in Gita- 
govindam, Sri Jagannath is embodied as 
the ninth incarnate. The rituals of Bud- 
dhists, their Philosophy and the monasteri- 
es, in course of time became pari and parts 
of Vaishnavism> The Prime Centre of 
Buddhism. Gaya was later conyerted to 
prime abode of Vaishnavism. Especially, 


duning later days the impression of Buddha 
and Vishnu are one and the same, was 
induced in the minds of common people. 


Further Dr. Mitra, has brought about an 
analogy with the incomplete shape of 
Budha with the incomplete shape of “I.ord 
Jagannath and has arrived at a miraculous 
legend quoted by Hiouen Thsang in his 
travels—After the completion of Vihara 
the clergymen appealed to accomplished 
artists to produce an image of Tathagata 
Buddha. No Sculptor came forward to 
construct the image. At last an Old 
Brahmin came forward for the purpose. 
The Old man assured the congregation of 
clergy around to complete the work in six 
months and advised all not to open the 
door six months before. ‘As desired some 
aromatic ;aste was deposited in the Centre 
of Vihara with a lighted lamp to work with, 
But the Buddhist mendicants got Open the 
door after lapse of four months impelled 
by curiosity and admiration and saw an 
incomplete statue of Buddhadevy seated 
with his hands crossed and the left breast 
of which was not completely modelled and 


polished. And the old sculptor had’ 


vanished. 


A parallel legend is heard in connection 
with the deities of “Lord Jagannath 
Temple.

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The legend that goes in connection with 
construction of the image of Lord Jaga- 
nnath. differs from that of Lord ‘Budha’ 
in some respect. The Buddhist mendicants 
had opend the door after four months 
whereas the door was opend a fortnight 
after as advised by Maharani. When left 
portion of Buddha-image seems to be in- 
complete, all the three deities of Lord 
Jagannath temple look incomplete. When 
the hands of Buddha lay down, the hands 
of Lord Balabhadra and Jagannath spread 
forward, and Subhadra handless. Further 
when the image of Lord Buddha is made 
of solidstone, that of Lord Jagannath in 
wood with ‘Saptabarana’ i.e. seven layers, 
representing bone, flesh, blood and Skin 
etc. of human body. Dear friend, to re- 
mark three deities incomplete is highly 
illogical. Rather what it looks incomplete 
to others, is the cornplete shape of Brahma. 


There is no resemblance between 
Buddhist ‘Triratne’ and prime deities of 
Puri temple. When the arms of Triratna 
are raised up, the arms of Lord Jagannath 
and Balabhadra are stretched forward. As 
per Triratna, Subhadra should have two 
hands but Subhadra is of no hand rather. 
So the attempts made by historians like 
Mr. Cunninghan to prove the deities of 
Jagannath temple are in imitation of 
Buddhist Triratna is incorrect. 


Further Sudarshan of Puri temple which 
is of wooden stump, does not have any 
resemblance with Buddhist Chakra. 
Simply because there is a mark of Chakra 
on the head of Sudarshan, to say it is of 
Buddhistic orgin is highly incorrect, 
Rather, the sign of Chakra on Sudarshan 
relate more briskly to that of Lord Vishnu. 


Some of the historians, by mistake, 
have remarked on Dasavatar deities near 
Garuda Stambha and on the crown of the 
gate way ‘Singhadwar’ that, Lord Jaga- 
nnath is worshipped as Buddha in Pyri 
temple. But both the Dasavatar deities are 
of later years only. Rather during recent ' 


-years the old plaster of the main temple of 


Lord Jagannath has been remoyed to 
certain height by Archaeological Depart- 
ment of India and Buddhavatar images js 
seen on the body of the temple in human 
embodiment with human face. The face 
being broken, has been substituted by a 


peice of stone, little chiselled by the said 
Department. But there is no irace of 
Jagannath as Buddhabatar. 


The royal patronage, nobility and up- 
rightness of indiscriminate Buddhism is 
the root cause of its wide spread. In 
course of time, Lord Jagannath has been 
attributed as Lord Buddha by the followers 
of Buddhism who have sculptored Jaga- 
nnath in place of Buddha to indicate both 
are one and the same. . 


The Saiva, Shaktla, Ganapatya and 
Vaishnavas have accepted Lord Jagannath 
as Shiva, Shakti, Ganesh and Vishnu res- 
pectively and adorned in different rituals 
with different costumes and ornaments, 


The Buddlavatar described in Gita- 
govindain of Jayadev is in Spposition to 
Vedas and sacrifice and quite Contradictory 
to the rituals in the temple, Though there 
is no oblation like that of Bamachar Near 
Lord Jagannath. the Sudhachar-oblation 
prevails in the daily-rituals.

Mathas in Puri will be around one hundred 
and the 752 mathas is the wrong inter- 
pretation or misuse of the colloquial phrase 
‘Sata sahi re baun matha’ which means 
‘fifty-two mathas in seven Sahi’s.

‘Again, the question arises that wherefrom 
these Mathas do get funds to carry out or 
have been carrying -out the rites and yatras 
of Lord Jagannth. The fund for so said 
functions is collected from the ‘Mahanta’s 
of the Matha’s. Mahanta’s or Mathadhis’s 
are the heads of the ‘Mathas’. All the 
properties of the ‘Math’s are willed in their 
name. There are two types of Mathanta’s 
determined either by birth or previous 
‘Mahanta’. Matha’s have their different 
incomes according to their property. THe 
property includes cultivable land, orchards, 
rent house, donations from rich devotees 
But in present most of the Mathas face a 
financial constraint and consider their 
participation in daily twenty-one rites as a 
very tedious job.

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30 Kms. from Sambalpur is Huma, a 
small village righ: on the left bank of the 
Mahanadi. During the Chouhan rule i 
the region, the temple of Bimaleswar was 
built here in the sixties of the 17th century 
by King Raliar Singh. The village. hither 
to unknown became famous and pepular 
as a Saiva centre. The temple of Bimale- 
Swar is one (in fact the most important), of 
the eight Siva temples known as_ Asta- 
Sambhu, the other seven being Balunkeswar 
of Gaisima, Swapneswar of Sorna, Biswa- 
nath of Deogaon, Bisweswar of Saranda, 
Kedarnath of Ambabhona, Nilakantheswar 
of Niljee and Maneswar of Maneswar. 


There are many _ traditions ascribed to 
the appearance of Lord Siva at Huma. 
One of them indicates that there was 2 
milkman living in the village during the 
rule of king Balram Dev. the first Chouhan 
King of Sambalpur. He used to take his

Another tradition records that a milkman 
living at Huma used to worship a block of 
stone on the Mahanadi by offering a bowl 
of milk everyday. And lo and behold, no 
sooner the milk was offered, than it was 

drunk by the block of stone. This miracle 


caught ihe attention of the people and 
attracted them from far and near. They 
believea that Lord Siva had Himself 


appeared there and Huma became popular 
as a Saiva site. The present temple was 


later built there by some king. 


Whatever be the truth in the traditions, 
the name and fame of Huma as a_ Shaiva 
shrine were long spread and deep rooted, 
especially in the Western Orissa, where 
even to this day every person with a religi- 
ous bent of mind has a cherished desire to 
visit he place at least once. In fact, the 
whole of Sambalpur kingdom during the 
Chouhan rule, was synonimous with Huma 
and was called “HUMADESA” or the king-

The Chouhan Kings of Western Orissa, 
appeared to have started anew style of 
temple building which is different from the 
style prevalent in the then Orissa or 
Kalinga, as it was called. Among them 
the temple at Huma, has yet another 
speciality of its own which is not found in

Lord Bimaleswar, Huma 
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any other temple anywhere so far discove- 
red. What is unique is that jit is a leaning 
temple like the leaning tower of Pisa, the 
only other monument, so far known to 
have been built leaning. Besides the 
Vimana or the main temple, the door jamb 
of the temple and the compound as well as 


two other side temples are also leaning. 
But ihe Kalasa or the crowning tower 
appears to have been set erect. The 


temple of Bhairavi inside the same premises 
also stands upright . 


It is not known as to why the temple is 


leaning and not upright. Whether it is 


deliberate or due to the character of the 
soil is also not known. There is, however, 
a legend associated with this. The 


construction of the temple was started and 
continued in normal style till its comple- 
tion except the caping  sione, 
it was found that the whole temple was 
leaning to the North. The architects and 
builders were puzzled at this and did not 
known why this had happened or what to 
do. In fact, they could do nothing that 
day except trying in vain to find out if 
there was any wrong in the plan or execu- 
. tion. Shri Divakar Hola, who was 
vising the construction dreamt a dream 
that night in which Lord Bimaleswar 
appeared before him to tell that the temple 
had leaned according His wish and not due 
to anything wrong in the plan or execution. 
However, the caping stone should he set 
erect. And that is how the temple stands 
now. But it is still a matter of research 
for the scholars of history and archaeology, 
The temple has two distinct structures— 
Vimana or the main temple and 
Jagamohana or the Assembly hall 
Garbhagruha or the sanctum—sanctorum 
inside the Vimana is a quadringle The 
presiding deity—Siva and Shakti— are sub- 
merged in wate: underneath, 
Gaja-Lakhmi. has been carved

Both the Vimana and the Jagamohana 
have been built with dresseq Stones but 
here and there bricks haye heen Used in 
the Jagamohana.
